From
this rise In price the graln grower is
profiting to the tune of about a hun-
dred million dollars  over  narmal
prices,

The farmer's greatest galn, after
wheat and oats, has been  obtalned
frem his corn crop. Eighty per cent
of the 3,000,000,000 bushels produced
will he fed to live stock, as compara-
tively little of it 15 eaten as Luman
food, War has advanced the price of
corn seven and one-half cents @ hush-
el, and for the two erops harvested
during the progress of the waer the
excess profits to the farmers  will
amount to ubout eighty milllon doi-
lars.

In additfon to the profits derived
from grain, breeders of live stock
heve also profited immensely from
the sale of horses and mules to the
belligerent powers. The war has had
no apprecluble effect on the prices of
potatoes, meats or hay, Pork has fal-
len In price, one of the largest buy-
erg, Germany, having dropped out of
the market altogethoer because of the
blockade and the difficulty of making
shipments.

But apainst all this gain §s tn ha
set the loss that fell with such erush-
Ing effect on the Southern cotton
groewer, [e hus suffered In two ways
—({rom the decrease In:price of cotton
and from (he Increase In price of
graln products that he has had te pay
0s a result of the war. The loas in
cotton has been halted, it is true, and
it is to be hopad llmt conditions In
the South will never agaln be as de-
pressing. as they have been for the
past year. The farmers of the South
have greatly incrensed. their acreage
ol grain, and this diversification of
crops helps some.

The Southern furmer was struck a
heavy blow by the war and the condl-
tions brought about by it, and it Is
golng to take soma time to overcome
the effecis of losing more than =n
quarter of a billion. dollars on one
crop. If there is anything particularly
good coming to- thig. country in the
changed conditions following the war,
the biggest share ought to come to
tho South, which degerves it most
richly. B
